Farakka Barrage Project having its main office in Muishi- 
dabad district in West Bengal State, is a Central Government 
Organisation under Ministry of Water Resources, Govern¬ 
ment of Indja. The Organisation proposes the following 
schemo for power generation. 

Name of Scheme : Farakka Barrage Hydro Electric Froject 

The scheme envisages construction of one Hydel Power 
Station with an installed capacity of 125 MW with 5 units 
of 25 MW each on the river Ganga downstream of the exist¬ 
ing Barrage at Farakka on its left bank side in Malda dis¬ 
trict of West Bengal, 

Location 

The site of the pioposed H>del Power Station is situated 
within the river bed just below the left bank of the river 
Ganga on the downstream side of Farakka Barrage in Malda 
district of West Bengal. The location is situated about 3.5 
k.m. from New Farakka Railway Station towards east and 2.0 
k.m. from Chamagram Railway Station towards west on the 
Eastern Railway (Fnrakka-Malda B.G. Line), The site is 
also situated by the side of National Highway-34. 

Salient Features of the Scheme 

The salient features of the scheme arc givpn below : 

Proposal 

The Project envisages construction ot a Power House with 
installed capacity of 125 MW (5 bulb units of 25 MW each) 
in the river bed in the bays No. 104 to 109 of the existing 
Farakka Barrage. The works arc described below :— 

— Power House building consisting of 5 units bays, of 
Farakka Barrage each provided with trash rack 
arrangement, a service bay and an unloading bay 
with an approach road from tho Feft Bank. The 
existing main gates of the 6 spillways would be re¬ 
placed with new gates designed for AIFL condition. 
Similarly, the stoplog gates of spillway bays would 
be modilied/stiengthened for HFF condition. 

— Draft tube gates and an appioach bridge would be 
provided for access to the draft tube gate slrnctuic.

— Installation ot 5 No- lutlb type generating units. 
Operating undei head varying fiom 3.3m to 9m

.The following transmission arrangement is proposed for 
evacuation of power to be generated at Farakka Barrage 
Hjffiro Electric Project (5 X 25 MW). 


The output of all the live units to be stepped up to 132 
KV and transmitted through a 132 K.V double circuit trans¬ 
mission line from Farakka Barrage to the existing Khejuriu 
Sub-Station of WBSEB, 

The Power Station will be operative during non-monsoon 
months from November to June when sufficient head wjll be 
available. 

Commissioning 

The Power Station is proposed to be commissioned after 
4J years of the start of the work. 

Estimated Cost 

The estimated cost of the project is Rs, 601,69 crurcs tit 
September, 1991 price level. 

Benefit 

The annual energy generation of 589. 21 GWH would be 
available in a 90Cn dependable year. Tho anticipated cost 
of energy generation on the September, 1991 price level is 
about Rs. 1.32 per KWH and sale rate of energy will be 
about Rs. 1.85 per KWH. The anticipated annual revenue 
will be about Rs. 100.0 evores based on the sale rate of 
energy of Rs. 1,85 per KWH.
